“T was a member of the fiance commit-

To his son, William, the only issue of his 
first marriage he left $5,000. The son was 
not in Chicago to attend his father’s funeral.

Long 
ago he was practically disinherited, and it 
was understood that for some time dfter- 
ward he worked in Chicago ag a street car 
conductor, ringing up far paid by his 
father and stepmother, to m he did not 
speak as they rode on his car.

The campaign for the suppression of loan 
sharks has reached the government's naval 
training station at Lake Bluff. Capt. W. F.

order to the men to report all “ questionable

Threat of Punishment Made.

MAKES SPEECH FOR TAFT. 


Declares the Movement of Insur- 
gents to Defeat Him Be- 
gan as Vendetta. 


Lansing, Mich., Feb. 13.—Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, secretary ot the treasury, in a 
speech here tonight at the annual dinner of 
the Zach Chandler Republican club, ex- 
pressed the belief that Theodore Roosevelt 
would not—and with his makeup, could 
not—run against Taft for the Republican 
presidential nomination this year. 

Averring that Col. Roosevelt had placed 
himself out of the presidential arena by 
his declaration of 1904, the secretary said: 

“It may be difficult to explain away the 
present appearances created by Roosevelt's 
silence and the voludilities of his insurgent 
visitors; but that, to my mind, is not so 
difficult as it is to believe that Roosevelt 
would accept a nomination this year under 
any conceivable circumstances. For it must 
be admitted that nothing short of a national 
crisis—such as may come in the future, but 
is not within the range of sane imagina- 
tion now—would ever be accepted\ as justifi- 
cation for such a change of front—and this 
Roosevelt must know.” 

The secretary undertook to define “ what 
is a progressive,” giving.to President Taft 
that title, and calling the Republican in- 
surgents reactionaries. 


Three Kinds of Progressives. 

We have today a progressive administra- 
tion and a progressive president.“ he said; 

and we have a reactionary Opposition 
within the party—reactionary notwithstand- 
ing the honest belief of those who are carry- 
ing it on that they are progressives. 

Mr. MacVeagh argued that there are vari- 
ous kinds of progressives. One set, he said, 
put their weight upon agitation and educa- 
tion, another upon legislation and achieve- 
ment. Both he regarded as necessary to 
progress. 

There is a third clase of progressives,“ he 
continued, who give constant emphasis to 
the title of progressive, but who have not the 
invariable scent of progress, and who are 
liable to trail off and bark up the wrong 
tree—the reactionary tree—now supporting 
the old log rolling system of tariff legislation 
and now attacking the Supreme court.

I believe the ‘anything to beat Taft 
people will never succeed in getting Roose- 
velt to lead them. 

“I was an uncompromising Roosevelt man 
when Roosevelt was president, and I am his 
political friend today.. And it is because I 
have so long trusted his political and pa- 
triotic instincts that I have not wavered in 
my belief -that Roosevelt would not—and 
with his makeup, could not—conceive a rea- 
son why he should run against Taft. 

“The record of Taft cannot be impeached 
before the people. And Roosevelt is not, as 
I measure him, the man to be caught with 
the thin chaff of a thin opposition move- 
ment.

Cites Promise Made in 1904. 

“Moreover Roosevelt has laid down the 
course of his future political career.

And 
he will not come back into it—and surely 
he ought not to come back into it—to con- 
test for mere political honors or to help a 
factitious revolt; or for any but some im- 
perative reason which will

Senator Says He Will Not Be Can- 
didate Unless He Gets It. 


SHERMAN IN THE SAME BOAT. 


Indications Point to Higher Ideals in 
Election This Year.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.— [Special. 
United States Senator Cullom will not present 
his name to the Illinois legislature for re- 
election unless he receives the highest num- 
ber of votes at the April primary.

Economical Housekeeping 


Winter Fruits. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
ERHAPS there will not be another such 
“break in the fruit market as that 
which came about the middle of Janu- 
ary and lasted for some time. Splendid 
pineapples at 10 cents a piece, the fin- 
est grape fruit three for a quarter, both kinds. 
of bananas at 10 cents a dozen, and some of 
the less well known tropical fruits at phe- 
nomenally low prices. Perhaps not everybody 
discovered what was going on, but it was not 
possible to go near the great fruit markets 
without discovering that the red bananas, 
which had been a dollar a dozen at Christ- 
mas, had fallen 90 per cent in price. 

One has to be quite circumspect in buying 
such fruit, for if only tWo or three bananas 
out of a dozen ate eatable the cheapness is 
not so real as it seems. 

> 

Much has been written about the value of 
fruit as food, but perhaps the following, from 
an English doctor will remind some one anew 
of the best way to get the most out of this 
delicacy: 

“Fruits are the natural correctives for dis- 
ordered digestion, but the way in which many 
persons eat them converts them into a curse 
rather than a blessing. Instead of being 
taken on an empty stomach, or in combina- 
tions with simple — preparations, such as 
bread, they are uently eaten with oily 
foods, or they are taken at the end of 
the meal, after the stomach is already full, 
and perhaps the whole maas of food washed 
down with tea, co or other liquid. Fruits, 
to do their work best, should be eaten either 
on an empty stomach or simply with bread— 
never with vegetables. In the morning, be- 
fore the fast of the night has been broken, 
they are not only exceedingly refreshing, but 
they serve as a natural stimulus to the diges- 
tive organs. And to produce their fullest, fin- 
est effect, they should be ripe, sound, and of 
good quality. In our climate fresh fruit 
should constitute not the finishing. but the 
beginning, of the meal, particularly the break- 
fast, for at least six months of the year. The 
good effects that would follow the abundant 
use of fruits are often more than counterbal- 
anced by the pernicious habit of saturating 
them with sugar. Very few fruits, if thor- 
oughly ripe and at their best, require any 
sugar, particularly if eaten in the raw state.“

The orange is a great and wonderful fruit, 
beautiful and good. We begin about now to 
get the very finest specimens of the year. We 
may eat them raw, or, for the sake of vari- 
éty, serve them, in combination with other 
fruit, in a.shortcake or pie, in a jelly, with a 
custard, or in whatever way be may devise, — 

To many housekeepers it seems a great and 
foolish waste of time to make orange baskets 
or fancy forms of the skins, pinking the edges 
ahd cutting slips below for the ruhning in of 
a ribbon.
